Deeply Interested in the Trip Down the 
Straits. 

During the voyage from Vancouver 
mi the It. M. S. Empress of India His 
Royal Highness went to the bridge soon 
after rising, and with his glasses in hand 
mid charts spread out before him, lie 
wanted to know every now and then the 
names of the points passed by the liner. 
He looked back now and then lit the 
warships which were steaming along so 
evenly to convoy the liner. The war- 
ships kept a perfect line, and never lost 
or gained :i yard in the distance which 
separated them from each other. The 
little, but grim-looking torpedo boat de- 
stroyer Spnrrowhawk was steaming 
along evenly at the liner's side wawring 
neither to the port or to the starboard, 
which is the marine version of that old- 
time phrase, "neither to the right nor 
to the left."

Nanaimo, Oct. 2— Work in the tun- 
nel at Extension couinieneed thUs nftor- 
uoou. It is considered perfectly safe, us 
blocking the tunnel from the workings 
of No. 2 rendered it more likely to ho 
safe, though, according to Inspector 
.Morgan, the lire is no doubt now out. 
Work will be carried along as usual in 
the tunnel workings ami No. 1, which 
is unconnected with those where the fire 
occurred. 

Tlie inspector of mines visited the 
tniuea today, and said he found slope 
No. 2 and slope No. stopped. Through 
the No. :> stopping a three-inch pipe was 
inserted for the purpose of introducing 
water or steam as required. I no run 
shaft is also stopped. Another opening 
loading to the works, known us the old 
furnace hole, between the mouth of No. 
•> and No- :!, is stopped. Mr. Morgan 
conducted the tests at the stoppings. 
Through the pipe at No. I! air was en- 
tering. Through all the other stoppings 
some gas was escaping. He tested the 
gas. and *ound that the lamp was im- 
mediately extinguished in it, owing to 
Hire damp. His belief is thai the gas 
in the mines must be similar ami that the

Montreal, Oct. l.-At tdto annual meet- 
ing of the shareholders of the Canadian 
Pacilio railway company to-day 'the old 
board was re-elected unanimously. 

In moving the adoption of the report 
the president, Sir Thomas Shaug.iuessy, 
directed attention to the excellent result 
of tilie operations of tilie ipirst fiscal year, 
notwithstanding the loss of revenue re- 
sulting from serious shrinkage of Hie 
grain crops in Northwestern Canada Inst 
autumn by unfavorable weather, lue 
grain tonnage of Multiloba and the 
Northwest was only about one-third that 
of ISO'.) and according to authentic re- 
ports less than one-lifth the tonnage ol 
the crop just 'harvested. 

A few years ago such serious injury 
to crops would have had a disastrous 
effect upon the company's revenue, 
therefor.- the development of other traf- 
fic in sufficient volume to materially re- 
duce the comparative importance of the 
grain business as a factor in the gross 
earnings was most gratifying. 

As indicated the annual report of land 
grunt 'bonds to the amount of $428,500 
wore redeemed and cancelled since last 
meeting. The directors expect to re- 
duce outstanding bonds by a still larcrer 
amount during the year, laud sales for 
tho past three months being seventy-live 
per cent, in excess of the corresponding 
period. None of these sales were in 
large blocks. 

The desirability nf ranking provision 
for pensioning the officers and other em- 
ployees who after long service have be- 
come ineapneinted 'by reason of ad- 
vanced age, has suggested the propriety 
of asking consent that 5250,000 be set 
aside as a nucleus of a pension fund as 
soon as tlho directors have succeeded in 
formulating a feasible plan of ndauin- 
istnation.

Hob Crimes in States of Kentucky and'. 
Montana. 

Shelby ville, fry., Oct. 2 — Jimbo 
Fields, aged Hi, and Clarence Garnett,. 
aged IS, both colored, -were lynched here 
early this morning for tbe alleged mur- 
der of Willie Hart, a printer, -who was 
stoned io death on Saturday night, 
September 1. The mob went to the jail 
and were refused entrance. The doors 
were then battered down ami tbe pris- 
oners quickly taken and swung from a 
raUroad trestle. The details of Hurt's 
denth are inaccurately known, but the 
evidence was conclusive that Fields aud 
Garnett were his murderers. 

Helena, Hont, Oct. 2 — James Ed- 
ward Brady, a man -who assaulted five- 
year-old Ida Pugsley in Helena, yester- 
day, was taken from tbe jail by a mob at 
t:30 this morning and hanged to a tele- 
graph pole in the Hay Market square, 
about three blocks from the jail. The 
crowd was orderly, and after the hting- 
g quickly dispersed. 
There were about 200 men engaged in 
tbe affair, and they 'were all masked. 
They attacked thr. jail door with a bat- 
tering ram and it soon yielded. On gain- 
ing admittance they demanded, at the- 
point of a gun, the keys of the jailer, 
and threatened, if be did not yield the 
man, they would kill him. The jailer 
then got the man out of his cell and he 
was given to the mob. 

When they first took him. Brady ask- 
ed: "What is it, gentlemen'.'" The march 
to the hanging place was quiet. There 
Brady was given a chance to say a 
woid. He declared that they bad the- 
wrong man. although he was positively 
ident iiied by bis victim and a score of 
other persons who had seen him with 
the child. He also announced that some 
money that was due him from the Mon- 
tana Central railroad be sent to a niece, 
and then he was pulled up. The end 
of the rope was tied to the pole and the 
crowd dispersed. 

Later Sheriff IMcOonnell cut the body 
down and placed it in a coilln.

Meeting at San Francisco Opens at 
Trinity Church. 

San Francisco, Oct. 2.— The triennial 
convention of the Episcopal bishops, 
clergy and laity was inaugurated at 
7:.'!0 a.m. with the celebration of the 
holy communion in the local Episcopal 
church. At 11 j_m. the convention was 
formally opened" at Trinity church with 
solemn religious services. Seventy-live 
bishops assembled in the guild room of 
the church and put on their robes. They 
then formed in procession and marched 
up Bush street to the ^iiiiin entrance of 
the church, continuing up the centre 
aisle. The procession was headed by 
Rev. F, W. Chunpett, rector of Trinity 
church. The choir sang the Procession- 
al hymn. Communion followed the pre- 
paratory prayers, and the religious of- 
fices concluded with the Recessional. 

The convocation sermon was preached 
by Bishop Morris, of Oregon, the senior 
bishop attending. 

In the afternoon the house of bishops 
and the delegates of the bouse of de- 
puties met and organized for business. 

The following sections of canons 1-1 
aud lij in the proposed new canons of 
the Episcopal church are the two prin- 
cipal ones relating to marriage and di- 
vorce to he acted on:

Kitchener Sends Report of Another Stiff 
Fight. 

London, Oct. 2.— Lord Kitchener today 
reports that two officers aud thirty-one- 
men have been killed in an attack made 
on Col. Kekewich's camp at Moedaill. 

The Bo. rs, who were under Command- 
ants Delery and Kemp, had fourteen 
olllcer.s and one hundred and fourteen 
men wounded, after two hours' night 
lighting, when the Boers were driven 
off. Col. Kikewich was among the 
wounded. 

The Boer reverse at Moedaill occurred 
September 21). The Boers are report- 
ed to have been 1,000 .strong. Lord 
Kitchener in his despatch says the Brit- 
ish repelled the attack with great vigor. 
A Her I he close of the" lighting Col. 
Kekewicli wns slightly wounded in two 
places. He says that all ranks behaved 
extremely well. The wounded were 
taken to Rustenhurg half way between 
Pretoria and Mafekiug. Lord Kitchener 
confirms the heavy losses of the Boers. 
About 2o0 were killed and .",00 wound- 
ed during their attack on the forts nt 
Italia. 

Moidowill, the scene of the bold at- 
tack by Commander de Larey on Col. 
Kekowich'p camp is 75 miles west of' 
Pretoria, and 15 west o.f Rustemburg. 
As the wounded were being brought 
Back to Itustenburg it looks as though 
Moidowill, which is close to Mngatos: 
Pass in the iMogliesberg range, had been 
abandoned. 

Among the Boers killed at Moidcwill 
"was Comniiandant Tobias Boshof, a. 
well known leader. Kemp's scouts pick- 
ed up the body. Most of the oilhers-- 
killed were foreigners. 

There is a prospect, Kitchener says, of 
the guns recently captured a.t Vlakfon- 
tnin, being recovered from the Bones.

Ills reference to the cost of the 
Canadian Paoiifie railway as a conltribu- 
tion for unity of the Empire of greater 
value 'than would result from u similar 
sum spent directly in military and naval 
work was very suggestive, and undoubt- 
edly true. May we follow it up by in- 
timiibing on ouripart to Sir Wilfrid thud 
:uiy*hing 'which the Dominion govern- 
ment can do to ibuild up ou the Pacific 
Cuaistt of Oanada a prosperous com- 
imu'naty of English-speaking people will 
■contribute to the strength of the Empire 
in one of its most vital points. Sir 
Wilfrid asked that the League shall 
furnish him •with any dotal that they 
think will be of advantage .to him in 
working out the suggestions amide in the 
resolution banded to him. This will give 
the League a definite object to work 
for in the next few months. They have 
got 'Che ear of the Premier, and they 
•will niuiss an excellent, opportunity if 
they do not make the best of this ad- 
vantage. As to the object 'Oimnd at by 
the 'League,- it is needless to 'add that it 
has the hearty sympathy of the people 
of British Columbia. The only open 
question is as to what is ,be.-it to be done 
t o carry it into effect.

Another lesson is one that wo hope 
the peoplo of the Mother Country will 
lay to heart. Yesterday we hail a despatch 
containing an extract from the London 
Daily News, in which doubt wis ex- 
pressed as to the future of Canada, and 
the suggestion was made that the Do- 
minion was a great disappointment. The 
profound ignorance of those who arc re- 
sponsible for such a calumny is abso- 
lutely inexrn-able. 'Hie News says that 
the future of Canada is one of .the most 
serious problems before the Empire, We 
reply that a far more serious problem 
is the extirpation of dogmatic ignorance 
a section of the British press, and 
the inculcation of a little plain, ordinary 
conumon sens,, into their leader writers. 
Canadians can expect with certainty 
from His Itoynl Highness, if the occa- 
sion for it arises, ,a declaration ill some 
public way which will demonstrate to 
every part of the Empire that the heart 
of Canada beats true to the Hag, and 
that the future of the Doiuiniou is one 
to inspire; only hope. The .message which 
Canada would like to have His Iloyal 
Highness deliver to the King and the 
people of the United Kingdom is one of 
confidence, but with it there should go 
out an invitation, not to the 'Sovereign, 
for in this 'Uinltiter he is wiser than many 
of his people, but to the statesmen, the 
journalists, the capitalists, the business 
men and the bone and siuew of the 
Mother Land, that Canada offers un- 
bounded opportunities for the building 
■up here of a country that will bo 
foremost in everything going to make 
up true greatness. If this royal tour 
fails to remove in part, at least, some 
of the misapprehensions which seem to 
linger in only too influential circles in 
Great Britain in regard to the Dominion, 
it. will not have accomplished all which 
may be gained from it. 

When we greeted the royal visitors on 
Tuesday morning we reminded tiiem 
that in this Farthest West they were at 
a point where two civilizations meet, 
and that it is from these shores that 
our race will go forth to conquer the 
hoary empires of Asia in ti conquest 
that will, we hope, not be one of arms, 
but of the arts of peace. 'May we re- 
peat this suggestion this morning, .and 
ask them to take home with them this 
thought aud ponder upon the imperial 
considerations involved in it'.' May we 
ask them to remember that this most 
westerly outpost of the Empire is de- 
stined in tthe immediate future to play a 
part of extreme .importance in the great 
drama of which the greatest of the 
oceans is to be the stage'.' Who has 
not (acquired tiiis lesson in regard to 
Canada has yet much to learn. On every 
side tile notes of preparation for the 
now advance of the Anglo-Saxon race 
can ibe hoard. As the Sixteenth Century 
witnessed the girding up of the loins 
of the .British people for the spread of 
Christian civilization across the Atlantic 
to the vast aud unexploited regions of 
Aimerica, so the Twentieth Century is 
to witness a similar advance across the 
Pacific towards Asia with its teeming 
millions. The problems that will be pre- 
sented by this oi h-ni'aking act will bo 

many and very grave. They will cast 
upon 'fhi- British Empire new duties and 
new responsibilities, .but these, if rightly 
discharged, will bring in their train new 
honors .and prosperity, >May we ask that 
a 'message to this effect may be taken 
home 'by our distinguished guests, to 
whom on behalf of all our peoplo we bid 
an affectionate good-bye?

SEALING SCHOONER SEIZED. 

Japanese Schooner Taken by Russians 
Fur Sealing Oft Robin Island. 

Some days ago news was given on the 
arrival of the schooner Vera of the seiz- 
ure of the Japanese sealing schooner 
Josephine near Robin island by tin- Rus- 
sians, and now comes news of the seiz- 
ure of another of the Japanese fleet. The 
Kaga Maru, which arrived yesterday af- 
ternoon brought news of the .seizure of 
the schooner Tenyu ■Maru, belonging 
•the Seigyo Kflsihia, which sailed out of 
Ishinomaki on a seal and otter hunting 
cruise in the Northern sea. She left 
port in February and after sealing for 
the greater part of the season, she was 
captured by the Russians oft the Robin 
island rookeries. Nine men of her crew 
were arrested by the Russians near 
Rabin island on suspicion of raiding, and 
were sent to Vladivostock, while 350 
Heal skins which had been taken by them 
were confiscated. 

While it is not thought that tho'r'e 
were fttty former Victoria hunters on 
the seized sealer, It h A Well known faoj 
that there are a number of CXr] »:ton:i 
sealers hunting in Japanese schooners.

WEEKLY WEATHER REPORT. 


Victoria Meteorological Office. tStu Sept. 
to 1st Oct.. 1001. 

At the commencement of trie week. Wed- 
nesday, '25th September, a low barometer 
area of some Intensity was hovering on tliu 
coast or Vancouver Island, anil causing a 
continuance of rainy and unsettled weather 
on Thursday the pressure began to rise la 
this vicinity, though, still being low In Cari- 
boo. On Friday conditions were not much 
changed, buow fell at Barkcrvllle and 
Showers on the lower .Mainland. By Sat- 
urday morning a movement had commenced 
and the Cariboo storm area had crossed the 
Itoekies Into the Territories. The pressure 
rose rapidly over the. Province, the weather 
remaining cloudy ami mild In this district. 
Indications became apparent of the prob- 
able approach of a spell of line weather, 
which quickly developed anil the remainder 
of the week has been noticeable for a con- 
tlnuauce of suberb autumnal weather with 
clear bright skies, ami in some localities 
light frosts at night. Three successive 
days of over ten and a half bours of bright 
.sunshine attest the charms of weather 
conditions 111 liritlsh Columbia. During this 
Interval high barometer areas have stretch- 
ed from the Pacltlc to the Great Lukes. 
In the Northwest the prevailing weather 
has been chiefly fair with occasional - falls 
of snow mid ruin and sharp to heavy night 
frosts In most localities. 

At Victoria 42 hours and 5-1 minutes of 
bright sunshine were registered, the high- 
est temperature 01.4 occurred on the 20th, 
nnd the lowest, oU3. on the .'loth: rainfall, 
.01 Inch. 

At New 'Westminster the highest temper- 
ature, (id. was on October 1st, and the low- 
est, 84, on September 80th i rainfall, .7(1 
Inch. 

At Knmloops the highest temperature 
was C.l on October 1st. and the lowest, 32, 
on September 30th: rainfall, .-1(1 Inch.

A little to the side of the mountain, 
where the main road to ltigaml village 
passes, is a number o£ ridges of rocks— 
probably a dozen ridges. The boulders 
arc the same as on top. except that they 

arc in ridges. These ridges of si s are 

about eight or nine feet wide, shaped 
quarter circle, with n space of about 
twenty feet between ridges. The bouid- 
•rs are loose, but vet the alignment is as 
icrfect as if laid by the bund of man. 
Those ridges arc in some cases several 
miles long, and as straight as it is pos- 
sible for them to be. The strange thing 
about it. is that tile mountain proper is 
a huge solid rock. What made those 
millions of small boulders form them- 
selves into such peculiar shape is a 
mystery- 

There is a mythical story current 
among a few of the "oldest inhabitants" 
that it is one of the effects of the de- 
luge. The visitor is told "don't it look 
like waves" (the ridges. I Cert ainly it is 
a freak of nature, and to the scientist 
and the curious is well worth a visit.

Our Rome correspondent states that an 
Italian ollicer, General Uiletta, who has 
been for some time engaged in studying 
the effect of smokeless powder on mili- 
tary tactics, has succeeded in inventing 
an instrument called an acoustic tele- 
meter, with which he claims to be able 
to locate the position of gnus or riflemen 
whose discharges may be invisible not 
only to the naked eye, but to field glasses. 
The instrument shows the direction from 
which the sound of tho detonation pro- 
ceeds, as well as the approximate dis- 
tance' at which the fire has taken place. 
The Italian War Oilice has ordered sev- 
eral of these instruments to be con- 
structed at the military engineering 
works of Pnvia, so as to be able to make 
experiments with them during the next 
grand matioeuvors. 

Military critics express a doubt that 
the telemeter can be of much practical 
use except on a perfectly clear day when 
no wind is blowing. "Without waiting 
for the grand nianoeuvers a test might 
easily be made in Rome any day in the 
week. At midday a cannon is fired from 
Castle Santiungeld to warn all Romans 
that it is 1°. o'clock. When the wind is 
the right quarter the report of the 
cannon shakes the windows of houses n 
mile away; when the wind is in tho op- 
posite direction the report is usually in- 
tudible; yet the distance is always the 
same. General Giletta's telemeter, our 
correspondent adds, will not be <of much 
. ood unless it (tan guago the strength of 
the wind and indicate the variations in 
the strength of the report likely to be 
produced fey variations in the wind.

Fish cannot 
ho placed in the same parcel as coffee 
in- other pungent-smelling articles of 
food, as it so rapid I v absorbs the odorif- 
erous principle. Busy streets are sei- 
(loni free from offensive effluvia, and it 
is rensomblo to conclude that these 
would easily affect many articles of 
food exposed to them. In our own 
knowledge, quite recently complaint was 
made that a salmon tasted strongly of 
creosote. The fishmonger might easily 
have been charged with selling fish 
brushed over with it powerfully smelling 
antiseptic. Rut it subsequently proved 
that the Strand (as usuali was " up." 
and that the stneks of black wooden 
bricks were giving off a strong naphtha- 
lene odor corresponding exactly with the 
taste of the salmon bought in a Strand 
shop at the very moment when the 
bricks werfl being dumped down on the 
pavements. This explanation was con- 
vincing, but we only quote it as a proof 
of the liability to contamination of food 
expose 1 for sale in the streets under an 
environment which can seldom be de- 
scribed as hygienic. The fish was prob- 
ably not injurious to health, hut it pos- 
sessed a decidedly unpleasant taste. 
Butcher's meat might easily get tainted 
in the same way. It hits been recorded 
that meat exposed to li current of to- 
liaceo smoke has proved powerfully 
toxic, nnd this again affords n further 
illustration of the dangers involved when 
food Ls indiscriminately left in contact 
with nir of doubtful purity. It is not 
desirable that food offered for sale 
should be exposed to the free influx of 
air from the streets. If it must be pre- 
sented to view to attract customers, it 
should be exhibited behind a glass 
screen, and adequate provision should be 
made for ventilation with pure air.

whether Gibraltar hud been captured 
never fails to provoke a smile on the 
face of the English reader. The humor 
of the episode would have been still 
more piquant if the monarch in ques- 
tion, instead of being anxious to inform 
himself as to the fate of the rock-bound 
citadel, had been at pains to assure his 
court each morning that it was to bo 
taken that sninie day. The sense of 
tho ridiculous, therefore, I am afraid, 
must be entirely lacking iu South 
Africa, when so many people are found 
ready to prophesy month after month 
that the war will be over in the next 
fortnight, and still more people are in- 
variably prepared to place absolute con- 
fidence in tiieir statement, in spite of 
the fact that it must be nearly a year 
since the statement was first amide. But 
the situation becomes more serious when 
semi-official itnprimateur is given to 
these alluring assurances, 1 am in- 
formed, and am prepared to believe my 
information, that a company owning an 
outlying mine in the Hand, on applying 
the military authorities for permis- 
sion to increase the guard protecting its 
iroperty, was assured that, far from 
ilich a step being necessary, the war 
had so insured its conclusion that an 
immediate reduction by odd in the num- 
ber of the mine guards was under con- 
templation. The news that tho Hand 
has been once and for 111) cleared of 
marauding bands, and runs no risk of 
(heir return, will be welcomed by all; 
but to draw, or to lead others to draw, 
inference that hostilities in South Africa 
are pnactically at an end, is wilfully to 
aire the whole lesson of the cam- 
paign. 

THE l'llOCEAMATIOX. 
Lord Kitchener's proclamation of 
Yugusrt 7 will no doubt have some effect, 
Hid will, it is hoped, materially diminish 
the lighting force of the enemy. But 
to those who know the Doers well it 
will come as a great surprise if any- 
thing but the rifle finally closes tho 
gates of the temple of the South Afri- 
i Janus. The proclamation is merely 
a preliminary step ill tho rig-lit direction. 
Apart from the fact that the wording 
will enable a Boer of very ordinary 
slfanness to drive a coach nnd four 
through it, it ignores two important ele- 
nlouts in the Boer commandoes — the 
foreigners and the Cape rebels. Of tho 
former there arc, I believe, still a large 
number in the field. A prisoner spoke 
to me, with what truth I know nor, of 
an exclusively German commando in the 
western Transvaal. A large portion of 
the invaders in Cape Colony are of 
foreign extraction. In the case of most 
of these men it is to be feared that 
proclamations will fall on deaf ears. 
Others could not twetle to their demands 
oven if they would. There are, in addi- 
tion, the rebels. It is no exagg.-viiion 
to say that the proclamation bun'sh'ig 
Hoot- 'loaders still tin the field alter Sep- 
tember 15 was waited for patiently for 
at least four months by those who 
know tbo Boer and 'his country beL'er 
than either the Imperial government or 
the Imperial military authorities do. 
Possibly we shall have to wait as long 
for another proclamation passing sen- 
tence of outlawry on all Cape rebels. 
The second proclamation is as inevit- 
able as the first, if hostilities are not to 
be allowed to drag on Indefinitely. But 
it is still delayed. The spirit that 
prompts the Imperial government to 
send out a commission to see "f people 
accustomed to a life as crude as that in 
London slums cannot be c nit * red for 
after the manner of West End hotels, 
because a narrow-minded and some- 
what ignorant person has misgivings on 
the subject, dictates also the fear that 
the proclamation of outlawry against 
Tape robcls might hurt somebody else's 
feelings. 

The military situation In Capo Colonj' 
at the moment of writing is unsatisfac- 
tory. In the (midland and eastern dis- 
tricts all that can 'be done is being ('one 
under the able and untiring direction of 
General French. The main force of the 
Boers is in these districts, and "ach day 
sees them relentlessly Slurried from pillar 
to post. The wear and tear will in- 
evitably tell upon them. We must bear 
it patiently if circumstances entail that 
the process be slow. In the western 
district, however, the outlook is not so 
hopeful. Hcimaining where they are, the 
Ho.. r - cnr) ,],! no burin. The country '« 
dry and desolate. Water is found only 
ill occasional pans. These, for the most 
part, we ■hold. But, if the enemy decide 
to come .south, until the arrival of re- 
inforcements we have little else than 
district troops Io oppose thoim. The On 1- 
viiiin nnd Clanwilliam districts and the 
country south thereof .are known to 
have m predominant percentage of dis- 



loyal inhabitants. The appearance of 
a iBoer commando in their midst Mould 
cause nearly all to join it. In all prob- 
ability tho Boers will not enter these 
districts, and by the time these words 
are printed, reinforcements will have 
arrived, and what danger there is at 
present will have passed. I onlv refer 
to it -to show that, even if the outlying 
Rand dnines are now free from -all »Isk 
of attack, the war as a whole is not 
necessarily at the end. No harm is done 
by entertaining a good hope, but. an 
optimism lulling one 'into a false sense 
of security has before now proved dis- 
astrous in the present campaign, and, if 
indulged in again, will still further pro- 
long the war. 

All tt'hat can be done with the troops 
available is being done. The number of 
oolumns operating has never been 
greater, while law and order in the 
towns is maintained by the town guard 
or district police. As regards the ad- 
ministration of rebel areas, the rule of 
the commandants has had a salutary 
effect. The visible embodiment of 
authority backed by power has some- 
thing of the fascination of a novelty 
about it for the Dutch imiiid. This is 
felt (-ven by those to whom the word 
"loyalty" conveyed so little that they 
aro at present obliged to report them- 
selves fbwiee a day at the commandant's 
oflice. It is hard, however, to gauge 
the inmost feelings of the Dutch popula- 
tion in districts under martial law. 

Outwardly there has been n great 
change In most eases. The .scant civil- 
ity incited out by Dutch to British dur- 
ing the early part of ithe war has given 
place to effusive politeness. It may be 
the lull that foi'hodes a storm of hos- 
tility and boycotting 'when once the 
present restraint has been removed, or 
the dhanged attitude may lie sincere. 
In 'tiny case, it is due .mainly to the rule 
of the commandant, which, as far as 
oik- can foresee, will have to be con- 
tinued for some time after the actual 
cessation of hostilities. To increase the 
probabilities of the altered demeanor of 
the Dutch being sincere, every effort 
should lie made to avoid wounding un- 
necessarily their susceptibilities. The 
rod of iron should remain th" rod ,,f 
iron, and there is no need — indeed, it 
would be a mistake — to clothe it in 
velvet. lie who wields it, however. 

should remember that the exorcise of 
power is never incompatible with the 
manner of an English gentleman. The 
political views of the Dutch, however 
Irrational, however treasonable, will 
never Ibe changed by individual English- 
men giving them occasion to doubt our 
inherited ability to rule. It is for Ibis 
reason thnit every care should be exer- 
cised in the selection of commandants in 
Capo Colony and district commissioners 
in tin- other colonies. The post is by

Now York. Oct. 2 — Tlie market started 
out today with something ot an upward 
rnsh or prices. United States Steel lifted 
oue-auarter over yesterday. Colorado buel 
and Iron and Tennessee Coal showed some 
strength on Urn assumption that the favor- 
nbte conditions in the trade revealed uy 
the United States Steel statement ol earn- 
ings would benoflt those companies also. 
The railroad list was affected by a demand 
from the shorts, but the force of the de- 
mand spent itself early and the market fell 
into dullness and heaviness, punctuated bi- 
ll number of weak spots anions the Indus- 
trials. The friends ot the United States 
Steels were inclined to attribute this .weak- 
ness 10 Hie contrast afforded with tile 
policy of that company In the publication 
of Its earnings. The United States Steel 
securities fell back though the large prollts 
reported by that company had some reus- 
surlnis effect. The distrust left by the 
Amalgamated Copper episode probably ac- 
counted for the continued weakness In that 
class of securities. Brooklyn Transits con- 
tinued weak under pressure of liquidation 
which Is attributed to a weak annual report 
expected soon. The stock fell an extreme 
to below par, the lowest price of the 
year. Manhattan declined 2V&. partly In 
sympathy. The reduction In refined sugar 
explained the recent decline In the stock 
which steadied towards the close ot the 
day ending with a net km In. The level of 
prices generally was carried below Inst 
nljrht, but net declines did not reach a point 
in Important railroad stocks except for the 
Missouri Pacific. The money market con- 
tinued easy and sterling exchange advanced 
again. The demand was attributed to re- 
quirements for purchase of stocks bought 
recently In the London market. The an- 
nouncement from the Treasury Department 
that the purchase of government bonds for 
;he sinking fund would cease, will cut off 
tlu- main source of replenishment of the 
New York money market for some time 
past against tlie interior demand for cur- 
rency. There was a significant drop in quo- 
tations on call for government bonds fol- 



lowing the announcement. The postpone- 
ment of the meeting of the Atchison direct- 
ors which was pxpeeteil to Increase the 
dividend rate of their common stock, caused 
some disappointment and depression.

Tells of Political Conditions 
the Land of the Rising 
Sun.

Says Japan Is Now on Friendly 
Relations With All Other 
Nations. 



Among the passengers on thu N. V. K. 
liner haga Marli, which reached port 
yesterday morning, was Marquis It", 
formerly prcuuier of .In pun nnd the fi til- 
er uf the constitution nt: tllnil country, 
lie was accompanied by Hon. K. Tsuzu- 
ko, formerly under secretary uf educa- 
tion in the [tu ministry, Ins pliysU-ian 
and two private .secretaries. The <lis- 
Linguished Japanese statesman was met 
on his arrival here by Consul Sliilliiv.il 
of Vancouver and Consul Ilaya>hi of 
.Seattle, together with a deputation of 
Japanese, lie was escorted to a car- 
riage mud driven through the city under 
the decorations ami arches erected in 
honor of the Kuynl visitors. 

Before leaving the .steamer, the Mar- 
quis gave an interview to a Colonist re- 
porter, in Which he said that political 
conditions in Japan were now last ap- 
proaching a satisfactory basis. "As you 
know," he .said, "we have had our 
share of tips and downs in political life 
in Japan, and now, tor the time being 
at least, I am out of politics. Have 1 
retired permanently V No, I do not 
think tlhat 1 have, hut for the time being 
at least, 1 mill a private citizen of 
Jiapan, traveling by order of my phy- 
sician." 

That the change from the political ac- 
tivity of the Japanese capital to sight- 
seeing in the Occident was necessary is 
evident from the following excerpt from 
the Japan Daily Mail of the issue pre- 
ceding the day of ithe departure: '"The 
plain fact is that Marquis Ito is in a 
very debilitated condition. He is fre- 
quently threatened with loss of con- 
eitaoi]snos.s, and his general condition in- 
dicates that nothing except a complete 
change of scene and a rest of some dura- 
tion can restore him to health." 

Xow though that the Japanese states- 
man has been thirteen days at sea, his 
health already shows <an improvement, 
and, according to his fellow passengers, 
he lias during the latter part id' the 
voyage shown as much tendency as any 
of it ham to reimnH in the saloon passing 
the hoars with his cigar and small talk 
until the early morning. 

I Miring his journey through the United 
States and afterwards through Europe 
Marquis Ito expects to garner much in- 
formation that will he of use Co his 
con nt ry, I'm- as lie said : 

"As you arc well aware the affairs 
of llhe Far K.-ist have become (lie sub- 
jects of the closest attetiTion on the pari 
of European and American powers dur- 
ing the last few years, and Khere are in- 
dications that the Far Ensl will lie 
bmtiglht into closer touch with foreign 
countries in future. For these reasons

I deem it. most necessary that Japanese 
should make exhaustive inquiries into 
thi- affairs id' Europe and America by 
menus of personal inspect ion. I hope 
that my trip abroad will help me in 
furthering the welfare of our country. 
Looking into the present state of Japan, 
political circles seem to ilie enjoying tem- 
porary tranquillity, as there is no im- 
portant political question ahead requir- 
ing the immediate attention of iMiliti- 
cians. The policy of (he government, 
it may he presumed, will not undergo 
any radical change to that which is now 
pursued." 

Replying to a question regarding the 
operation of the revised treaties in the 
work of whose revision he tookvo promi- 
nent a part, the Marquis said that lie 
was of opinion that lie had- every rea- 
son to congratulate himself on the work- 
ings id" the treaties since they had come 
into effect some years ago or there- 
abouts. Their enforcement (marked the 
commencement of n new era for Japan, 
nnd now Japan is advancing nnd there 
is no question whatever, but that the 
country will continue to advance. 

"There is really little to lie said re- 
garding the relntions of Japan and the 
other countries of the world." said the 
.Marquis. "Japan Is oh the most friendly 
terms with them all. Yes, -with Russia, 
too. There is nothing new to- lie told 
regarding the operations of that power 
in Korea and Manchuria, and the opera- 
tions there are not causing friction. " 

Tie bad not heard tbe report given in 
tlie telegraphic despatches about two 
weeks ago from "Shanghai that Russia 
had offered to take the vessels of the 
Chinese Heel as part of the payment of 
the indemnity due Russia in common 
with the other powers, and in reply to 
n query whetlher if such was the enflo 
a protest would he lodged ihy J'dpnn, the 
Marquis said that he thought not. "for 
what were a few ships more or less one 
way or the other, anyhow." 

Japan bad not yet sought to os-fia'blisli 
ti""'e relations wh). RiiRHan -Asia, he 
said, as had the Tinted States and 
oilier nit ions, hut il was not improbable 
that -uch action would he taken.

The cccouut or the Uotnan occu- 
pation of England for lour centuries is 
.written not only in tho works or Latin 
(authors, but also on ami under the sur- 
face of our island. Fragments of tue 
walls still remain, whoso strength, alter 
nearly two thousand years laugh to scorn 
Din- modern buildings. Roman tiles 
formed the best material with which 
f-ome of our early church builders could 
w irk. .Many of our finest roads lending 
straight over lull and <lnlc; were the 
work of Kouinuri, Under the earth none 
can say what relies remain as yet un- 
discovered; but enough lias been found 
t .!iow tis much of the way of tiviu 
Italian invaders of our island. 

Their great road, Watting street, from 
Itielilwmiugh to London, and so on to the 
Itomuu wall, passed through Canterbury 
and ltochester, and had one of its -halt- 
ing [ilaces at Springhead near Darenth. 

One would naturally expert that a set- 
tlement would spring up here, and there- 
fore the discovery of Roman coins and 
other antiquities during the past fifty 
years, was not a matter of much sur- 
prise. The church at Darenth, too, was 
Uuown to contain large quantities of 
Roman tiles in its walls, which must 
lie obtained from buildings in the neigh- 
borhood. A steam plough which had 
been employed in a neighboring field had 
been broken by the strength of some old 
foundations under the surface, while the 
laborers sometimes turned up Uoman 
tiles wl.vn digg.llg. It bad also been 
noticed in dry summers, that certain hues 
i»f irregularity in the crop, crossing and 
no ossing each other, might lie seen. 

All these tilings point to the likelihood 
of tin- old foundations of a Roman villa 
still existing under the soil. There must 
have boon at the time of the Roman oc- 
cupation many houses i;i the neigh- 
borhood whose occupants were engaged 
in furini-hing supplies to the station ul 
Springhead, or else had placed their 
dwellings so as to lie conveniently near 
to the river Darenth as well as the main 
road. 

Two gentlemen living in the neigh- 
borhood at last determined to put the 
mutter to file test, and obtaining lenve 
from the tenant farmer on whose land 
the supposed site was, they began to 
dig. At the depth of a foot they came 
upon a Roman pavement composed of 
Niicall pieces of red brick. 

The harvest of 180-1 had been already 
cleared, and there was thus an excellent 
opportunity for making further excava- 
tions. A portion of the Held was at 
011(0. enclosed, and a lease obtained from 
the ecclesiastical commissioners, who are 
the owners of tin- land. Mr, George 
Payne, E. S. A-, a celebrated authority 
•on Roman antiquities, was asked to 
superintend the work, and the whole of 
the subsequent excavations have been 
carried out under his directions, and in 
motly places, where the work was of 
-special delicacy, by his own hands. 

The present appearance of the villa 
"is lather like that of an immense house, 
where the excavations have been com- 
pleted, and the foundations brought al- 
most to the level of the ground. There 
are many tilings, however, which we 
should not expect to find in the founda- 
tions of a modern house, as well as sev- 
eral things missing, which we should ex- 
pect to find. 

The first surprise in digging was the 
-enormous size of the villa. The piece of 
land at first enclosed was 300 feet 
square, but it was soon found thai the 
walls extended beyond this in every 
dhectiou. The enclosure was increased 
to •!.")<) feet square, and the foundations 
were found to cover the greater part of 
this extensive area. It is, indeed, the 
largest Roman villa that lias yet been 
distovercd in England.
